THE HOLY Scriptures make it very plain 
that the Christian home is the pratical center for 
the propagation of true religion. The influences of 
home are first and foremost in the life of the child. 
It is there that he is most loved and best understood. 
Christian parents have in their home opportunity for 
worship, for education, for discipline, for loving exam- 
ple and leadership—thus the home is a miniature 
church, and it is so pictured in the fifth and sixth 
chapters of Ephesians. The husband and wife love 
each other, delight in each other, and bless each other 
even as Christ and His Church. Fathers are exhorted 
to nurture their children in the admonition of the 
Lord. Life’s basic concepts are thus determined by 
the clear teaching of the Bible, the example of godly 
parents, and in the loving atmosphere of trust and 
encouragement. ; 

As a major aid to the home in the carrying out 
of its high function, God has established and ordained 
the church, where the family meets with other 
families and is ministered to by God’s servant in 
the Word. A great example of this in the Old Testa- 
ment is to be found in Joshua 8:35, “There was not 
a word of all that Moses commanded, which Joshua 
read not before all the congregation of Israel, with 
the women, and the little ones, and the strangers 
that were conversant among them.” This standard is 
maintained throughout the Word of God and is greatly 
confirmed in the New Testament—entire families being 
brought under the ministry of God’s Word—i.e., the 
household of the nobleman, John 4:53; Lydia and her 
household, Acts 16:15; the Philippian jailer and his 
family, Acts 16:33. It seems very clear that the intent 
of the New Testament writings is this: what is 
clearly set forth in the: Holy Scriptures and pro- 
claimed in the public assembly is to be faithfully 
taught and practiced in the home. Thus the relation- 
ship between the local church and its homes should 
be a very close and cooperative one. Family worship 
and church worship, family life and church life, 
family testimony and church testimony, family prob- 
lems and church problems are all very much alike. 
As the homes are strong, so the church will be strong; 
as the church is strong, so will it minister to the 
homes; as both are strong, the impact in the com- 
munity will be great, and the contribution to the 
extension of the gospel will be generous. 

As the center and symbol of these happy and holy 
relationships, stands the family altar. There the Word 
is reverently read and explained. Family problems 
and needs are discussed in the light of its teachings. 
Family life is thus charted and challenged by the 
living Word of God.

IDAHO

E ARE PROUD OF THE accomplishments in 

Idaho during the past three and a half years. 

We have had an increase of 79 per cent in 
membership. We purchased a State parsonage (with full- 
sized basement) in November, 1952. It is one of the love- 
liest parsonages in the Northwest. The property is worth 
$11,500 and has an indebtedness of $7,000 against it. 

A new parsonage has just been completed at Sand- 
point, Idaho, which is valued at $8,500 with an indebted- 
ness of $2,500. This is Sandpoint’s first parsonage. Broth- 
er James B. Loer is the pastor. 

The Caldwell Church was organized in December, 1955. 
It has a new church building and a remodeled house 
for a parsonage. The property is valued at $12,000 with 
an indebtedness of $4,200. Brother Duskin E. Keller is 
the pastor. 

The Elk Creek Church purchased their property in 
September, 1955, and organized in November. The par- 
sonage is located behind the church. Their property is 
valued at $5,500 with an indebtedness of $2,800. Brother 
Doyle Sappington is the pastor. 

The church building at Grangeville was purchased in 
November, 1954, and the new church was organized in 
February, 1955. Their property is valued at $8,500 with an 
indebtedness of $3,000. Brother L. G. Lockwood is the 
pastor. 

A new church was organized at Mountain Home in 
April, 1955. A house for a parsonage was purchased, and 
a new church building was erected. The value of the 
property is $7,500 with an indebtedness of $4,500. 

The following churches have been completely re- 
modeled: Lewiston, Stites, and Winchester. Also, the Win- 
chester Church has purchased a parsonage. Improve- 
ments on the rest of the churches have amounted to 
hundreds of dollars.

IN THE SUMMER OF 1924, Paul H. Walker and 
Charles Cook and their wives came from North Dakota 
(Golden Valley) to Big Timber, Montana, in an endeavor 
to establish the first Church of God in the State. Their 
first attempt was on Main Street in Big Timber in the 
same block and on the same street as the Miles Imple- 
ment Co. This meeting, although not a failure, was not 
a great success; but they went on to the East Boulder 
schoolhouse on the East Boulder River, about some twen- 
ty or thirty miles from the city, and had a very success- 
ful revival. People were saved, sanctified, and filled with 
the Holy Ghost. Demons were cast out, and two unsaved 
women testified to seeing a supernatural manifestation 
of a ball of fire hovering over the schoolhouse one eve- 
ning as they were coming to church. One of these women 
was later saved and gloriously healed of sugar diabetes. 

In the fall the Walkers and Cooks returned to Michi- 
gan. Brother and Sister Walker went to the General 
Assembly while the Cooks remained in Michigan, preach- 
ing at the Sebewa Church, pastoring some and erecting 
the building. For the next two summers Brother Paul H. 
Walker came to Montana with his tent and conducted 
revivals for the infant church at Big Timber. 

In the meantime, Brother Cook continued to pastor in 
Sebewa as well as to evangelize in other places. In the 
summer, he evangelized in Grand Ledge. As a coworker 
and fellow evangelist, he had with him M. L. Lowe whom 
he talked to relative to the church in Big Timber which 
needed a pastor. After much prayer, God put it on the 
heart of Brother Lowe to go there as pastor. That fall 
at the General Assembly Brother J. H. Ingram was ap- 
pointed as overseer of Montana, but, because of the ill- 
ness and death of two of his children which put him in 
adverse financial straits, he was unable to accept his ap- 
pointment. (Church of God preachers, including over- 
seers, did not get the limit in salary in those days.) 
Brother Lowe, who was then appointed in his place, re- 
calls that he received the great sum of twenty dollars 
a year from Headquarters for the first five years, and 
sometimes the tithes might be three dollars and twenty 
cents a month, more or less. He had to engage in secular 
work in addition to preaching. 

M. L. Lowe arrived in Big Timber on February 10, 1927. 
There were about 19 members in the State, some in town 
and some on up the Boulder on ranches. We had no

immediately following the State Ministers’ Meet- 

ing in September, 1954, we began making plans 
to move our State Headquarters from Fairbury to Lin- 
coln. Lincoln is the capital city of Nebraska and also 
the center of our Church work. The Lord was with us 
and also with our General Executive Committee, who 
approved the move and furnished the finance for the 
purchase of the property at 1260 South Twenty-second 
Street in Lincoln. This project was our first step and 
has proved to be a major one. Without this move, the 
good work at Lincoln could not have been accomplished. 


The membership of the State of Nebraska was 138 in 
September, 1954. Our Sunday School average attendance 
was a little over 100 and our average Y.P.E. attendance 
less than 100. Five of our churches were without pastors. 
Indeed, the future for Nebraska was dark; however, we 
had minds to work and God has surely blessed our min- 
istry and laity. Our progress and growth has not been 
phenomenal or outstanding, but it has been steady and 
continuous. Our state membership now stands at 200. The 
tithes for the State are at an all-time high. Both the 
Sunday School and Y.P.E. attendance average over 200 
for the State. We give God the thanks for this good 
average. Our orphanage offering of $135 last year and 
our missions offering of $700 amounted to more than the 
State raised in 1954. We are organized better this year, 
and we expect to exceed $150 for the orphanage offering 
and receive $1,000 for missions. 

Brother James E. Taylor, pastor at Hastings, with only 
10 members in a new field, expects to raise $500 for 
missions. This shows the kind of spirit which now pre- 
vails in Nebraska. 

The morale of the ministry and laity of the State has 
been elevated by the establishment of the new Church 
of God in Lincoln. The new church was organized in 
September, 1955, with 19 members and has made won- 
derful progress under the leadership of Brother James W. 
Welch, Jr., who was appointed as the first pastor. This 
church, with a membership of 39, has become the largest 
in the State. The Sunday School and Y.P.E. average 
attendance is nearly 50. The Lincoln people plan to con- 
struct a new church building with Sunday School fa- 
cilities. At present they are still worshiping in an up- 
stairs auditorium on Twenty-seventh Street. 

Brother J. R. Roper, the new pastor at East Omaha, 
plans to erect a new church building there. With a new 
church building and Sunday School facilities, we feel 
sure that the work at East Omaha will make great 
strides in the future.

Campground Expansion: Just a few years ago a 160- 
acre plot of ground was donated to the Church of God 
for a campground. Since then, every overseer and his 
faithful ministers have worked hard to develop the 
ground in order that it may accommodate the ever- 
increasing camp meeting and youth camp attendance. 
Recently, we reroofed all existing buildings, built some 
new cabins and new roads; and, presently, we are con- 
structing a new log kitchen and dining hall and plan- 
ning to convert the old dining hall and kitchen into a 
dormitory. 

In closing, let me add that the Northwest is a land 
of opportunity for the Church of God. There are many 
cities and towns in which we do not have a church.

Two brothers, Charles and Sel- 
mer Soderberg and their wives accepted the Lord 
Jesus as their Saviour; then came to know the Church 
of God in North Dakota. They moved to southwestern , 
Saskatchewan where the full gospel had never been Swift Current, Saskatchewan 
preached. First of all, they prayed fervently that God’s 
Word might be spread in the community; then, having 
faith in their prayers, they laid aside money from time 
to time that special meetings might be conducted. 
In 1931, they informed Brother Paul H. Walker, over- 
seer of North Dakota, of their desire and that they were 
prepared to support an effort calculated to bring souls a 
into the kingdom. Sisters Josephine Walker and Helen ; 
Swanson felt the call as Brother Walker asked them to 
go. God had prepared them as well as the Soderbergs. 
Near the end of June, they began to conduct services 
nightly in the schoolhouse at Consul. The Word went 
forth fearlessly and with power for about a month with 
no converts; then they came. Many answered the call 
to salvation in the next few weeks. M. M. Mortenson 
was called to organize the church and to baptize the 
converts. Many sought deeper experiences with God, with 
the result that the Devil was stirred. 


Persecution came, but God gave the victory. The 
Church of God was there to stay. From Consul the re- 
vival spread to Robsart and converts have continued to 
carry the gospel and the message of the Church wherever International Bible College 
they have gone.

H. E. Ramsey was appointed as state overseer 

of Minnesota and Wisconsin. There were no 
churches in Wisconsin at that time. Paul H. Walker, who 
at the time was overseer of the Dakotas and Minnesota, 
had started a work in Wisconsin; but he was called 
elsewhere and was not able to follow through with his 
efforts. Since there were no churches in Wisconsin, the 
State overseer lived in Minnesota and devoted his time, 
primarily, to Minnesota. In 1940, Brother J. J. Kisser 
succeeded H. E. Ramsey and finished his term. Brother 
Kisser lived in Minnesota also, since there still were no 
churches in Wisconsin. 

At the General Assembly of 1940 D. L. Lemons 
was appointed to serve as overseer of the twin states. 
D. L. Lemons decided to move to Wisconsin in order to 
try to get the work started in that State. He made his 
new home and office in Marshfield, Wisconsin, where 
there was a nucleus of Church of God people who had 
moved to Marshfield from Minot, North Dakota. Much 
opposition from non-Protestants and unbelievers caused 
very slow progress for the new efforts in Wisconsin. 
Brother Lemons was forced to resign and change cli- 
mates because of sickness in his family. H. A. Bober was 
selected by the Appointing Board to succeed Brother 
Lemons and finish his term. 

Then came the change for the Church of God in Wis- 
consin. Lemuel Johnson was appointed as overseer of the 
two States at the General Assembly in 1942. Brother 
Johnson returned to Minnesota to live. He purchased a 
parsonage in Minneapolis for the State and worked from 
his office there. 

In 1942, Mrs. Bertha Shiedler, from Muncy, Indiana, 
came to work for Mrs. Lena Frimsted at a tourist motel 
in Winegar, Wisconsin. Winegar is located in the heart 
of the section which attracts tourists during the summer 
months. The motel was located among the beautiful pine 
trees and near several large lakes. In 1943, while Sister 
Shiedler was working there, a mission was started. Sister 
Frimsted caused a lovely frame church building to be 
erected for worship services. After a time, Sister Frimsted 
and Sister Shiedler decided to have the group organized 
into a Church of God, since Sister Shiedler was a minis- 
ter of the Church of God. Brother Lemuel Johnson, state 
overseer, then living in Minnesota, was called to organize 
the church. This church became the first Church of 
God in Wisconsin. 

Sister Shiedler later came to know a group of people 
in Mosinee, Wisconsin, which had at first organized as

made in the Dakotas. Through the years these 

people have been faithful to their Lord and His 
Church. Slowly, we have moved forward, until today we 
have twenty-five churches. Almost all of these have par- 
sonages. Some of these churches are quite striking; in Tolstoy, South Dakota 
fact, I am told we have the only brick church in the 
Northwest Territory. In addition to having these nice 
buildings, almost all of the churches have made improve- 
ments in their property during the last four years. 

The Dakotas also have a wonderful campground site 
of over fourteen acres. On this tract we have a spacious 
tabernacle which is packed to overflowing on the peak 
days during camp meeting. There are twenty-five cabins 
and a central laundry house for the convenience of those 
using the cabins. The past several years we have been 
able to use a small auditorium for our children’s church. 

On this location the Northwest Bible School is also 
located. This is a great benefit to both school and state 
work. During school term we are able to use the camp- 
ground facilities and then during camp meeting we use 
the school facilities. Thus we are able to house almost 
all who wish to come and stay. With our newest school 
building of thirty-five rooms, a spacious kitchen and 
dining room, we have a lovely arrangement.

church property. We worshiped for about two years in 
rented buildings or in homes. In the spring of 1929, the 
present property was remodeled from a blacksmith shop 
to a church. Brother M. L. Lowe and James Martin did 
most of the work; the members helped as they could. 
The building was dedicated in June of 1929, and we had 
our first State Assembly with S. W. Latimer as guest 
speaker. The year of 1929 was Brother Latimer’s first 
year as General Overseer. The first and second Assem- 
blies were marvelous. 

Brother Lowe served as overseer of Montana for five 
years—from the fall of 1926 to the fall of 1931. Beginning 
with 19 members, his administration closed with 126 
members in the State. He started his administration 
without any church property; when he closed it, five 
years later, Big Timber, Joliet, and Lewiston owned their 
buildings, and Lewiston owned a parsonage, also. An or- 
ganization in Billings worshiped in an upstairs audi- 
torium over the Blue-front Blacksmith Shop on Twenty- 
sixth Street. 

Leslie Cook followed M. L. Lowe as overseer for one 
year. Then Robert Seyda followed for two years. Brother 
Paul H. Walker came again in 1935, H. E. Poteat in 1936 
and M. L. Lowe again for the next three years. Under 
his leadership in his second term, the church at Missoula 
was organized, and it was dug out by Glen Clark. During 
M. L. Lowe’s second administration, he secured Billings, 
Harlowton and Bozeman as well. Credit is due to Sister 
Helmer Blom and her husband for securing the first 
church property at Billings; to Glen E. Clark for Missoula; 
to Reuben Martin for Lewiston and to Tony Meyers for 
the parsonage at Lewistown. Others who assisted in buy- 
ing and moving in buildings, are Glen Clark and William 
Pospisil. Ed Yecha and others helped secure the property 
at Harlowton. Joliet is another church which was estab- 
lished in this administration. 

Following Lowe’s administration, John Sharp was ap- 
pointed. He was followed by Ray T. Hill, Alvin Thompson, 
W. H. Godwin, Wm. Pospisil, Doyle Stanfield, Manuel F. 
Campbell, and the present overseer, A. E. Erickson.

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an independent Pentecostal group; however, they ha 
felt the need of their being connected with an organiza- 
tion, and they had later united with the Assemblies of 
God of Wisconsin. The Assemblies, however, could not 
supply the Mosinee group with a pastor for any length of 
time. For that reason they invited Sister Shiedler to con- 
duct a revival for them. The group was so well pleased 
with the results of that revival that they decided to unite 
with the Church of God. By doing this, they believed 
that they would have a full-time pastor. After praying 
and conducting several business meetings, on October 17, 
1943, they called Brother Lemuel Johnson to organize 
this group into a Church of God. They sent to Winegar 
to get Sister Shiedler as their pastor; thus the Church 
of God started to grow in Wisconsin. Lemuel Johnson 
served the two States for four years. 

At the General Assembly in 1946, W. H. Godwin was 
selected to serve the two States. Under Brother Godwin’s 
administration, churches were organized in Elton, Bloom- 
ington, and Pleasant Valley. 

In 1949, a church was organized at Sheboygan by Y. W. 
Kidd who had been selected to serve as overseer at the 
General Assembly in 1948. Brother Kidd served for two 
years. Because of family sickness, he was transferred to 
the State of Arizona at the General Assembly in 1950, 
and the present overseer, Estel D. Moore, was appointed. 

Since the work in Wisconsin had grown, it was de- 
cided to separate the two States. Brother Alfred Nickel- 
son was appointed as overseer of Minnesota and Brother 
Moore as overseer of Wisconsin. Brother Nickelson moved 
into the State parsonage in Minneapolis, so there was no 
parsonage or office for the overseer of Wisconsin. 

It was suggested that Brother Moore should make his 
home in Wausau, Wisconsin, and he did so. However, 
because of the rapid turnover of real estate, the overseer 
of Wisconsin was forced to move five times in three years. 
At different times, he lived in motels, rooms over a furni- 
ture store and apartments. After a period of transient 
living, Brother Moore requested that the Executive Com- 
mittee approve the construction of a State parsonage 
and an office for the overseer of Wisconsin. The Com- 
mittee granted his request, and a spacious three-bedroom 
all-modern home with office space, a breezeway and a 
garage was constructed. Building such a parsonage was 
quite a task, as it was constructed by volunteer labor. 
There were only a few ministers in the State, and most 
of them had to labor for a livelihood; however, they, who. 
could come, came as often as possible to help with the 
work. Some drove as many as 170 miles. 

At the completion of the $10,500 project, General Head- 
quarters helped to secure a loan of $7,500 for the State. 
Previously Headquarters had invested $1,300 in this pro- 
ject and it makes the necessary payments, since Wiscon- 
sin is still classed as a mission state. 

There were four organized churches in the State at 
the time of Brother Moore’s appointment; namely, 
Bloomington, Pleasant Valley, Elton and Pleasant Valle 
having consolidated as the Pleasant Valley Church un 
der the overseership of Brother Kidd; Sheboygan and 
Winegar. After the death of Sister Frimsted, there had 
been no services at Winegar for more than a year ~ 
many of the church folks had moved away. As the chu 
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at Bloomington had no pastor and three ladies had re- 
quested that the church there be disbanded, the present 
overseer decided it best to discontinue reporting both 
the Winegar and Bloomington churches. The Blooming- 
ton group had no property; the Winegar property was 
sold later, and the money for which it sold was invested 
in other churches. Only two churches with a total mem- 
bership of 98 were left in the State of Wisconsin. 

Brother Bill Heron, of Illinois, came to Wisconsin with 
Brother Moore as youth director. Brother Heron conduct- 
ed several revivals in the State and then went to Green 
Bay to start services there. After struggling for a year 
and a half against the opposition of non-Protestant, Pen- 
tecostal and non-Pentecostal groups, a church building 
was purchased in Elton and moved 100 miles to Green 
Bay. It was remodeled and used as the church there. 

In the month of January, 1952, Brother E. R. Adams, 
of Sheboygan, and his people ventured by faith and 
purchased a very hice church. It has some rooms at the 
back that are now used as living quarters for Sister Mary 
Wilson who came from Detroit, Michigan, to pastor the 
church. Although this little group has had a hard strug- 
gle, and has made much sacrifice, they are moving along. 

In July of 1952, Brother Odes Huff and his congre- 
gation decided to unite with the Church of God. He and 
his group, with a lovely church building, came into the 
fellowship of the Church. 

At the General Assembly in 1952, Brother Heron, youth 
director, was given the National Sunday School Banner 
for outstanding achievement in his class group. Overseer 
Moore was reappointed to Wisconsin for two more years. 
Although the winters in Wisconsin are long and cold, 
Brother Moore returned to the State with great enthu- 
siasm to labor for the Church and the Lord. 


In the spring of 1953, Brother Moore was invited to 
preach in a week’s revival services for an independent 
group in Crandon, Wisconsin. Later, he was called to 
explain the organization of the Church of God. One week 
later he was called again to receive the Crandon group 
into the Church of God. Brother Estille Barker was serv- 
ing as pastor at the time, so he with his people, a church 
building and a parsonage became a part of the great 
Church of God. 

In the summer of 1954, a tent was stretched in Marsh- 
field, Wisconsin, where opposition had been extremely 
severe for former Overseer Lemons, and a tent had been 
cut down and all the furniture ruined for Overseer God- 
win. Two young men, Curtis Matheny and Eddie Boyd, 
came from our Bible School at Minot to conduct a revi- 
val. They stayed in the home of the overseer, and with 
the overseer, his wife and others, conducted a six weeks’ 
revival. Some time later a church was organized with 
sixteen members. By this time the membership of the 
State had increased from 98 to 265. The Missions offer- 
ing had increased from $300 to $1,800. Also, the Orphan- 
age offering had increased; many had found the Lord; 
numbers had been healed, and the people were thrilled. 

Just before getting ready for the trip to the Assembly, 
the overseer was asked to come to Kenosha to a mission 
that had been started by Sister Evelyn Zingmark and her 
amily, Brother W. P. Morneau and his family, and 
several other families. Sister Zingmark, as pastor, with 
her family, was assisted by Brother Morneau with his 
family, and they had started services in Kenosha in an 
.O.OF. hall. The Lord had blessed them. Several families 

ad moved in from Mississippi and other states and de- 
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sired a Church of God. The group was organized in the 
hall, but later they purchased a very nice church build- 
ing from another denomination that had constructed a 
new building. The church now averages about 80 in 
Sunday School, and from 75 to 100 for Sunday evenings. 

When it was General Assembly time again, the over- 
seer bade his ministers, church members and friends 
good-by. At the Assembly, the ruling of limitations for 
mission-state overseers was changed and he was asked to 
return to Wisconsin for two more years. With a degree 
of adjustment, he and his family returned to new ex- 
periences in an old field. 

In October of 1955, Brother James L. Tharp, of Michi- 
gan, came to the rescue of a nucleus of Church of God 
people living in Milwaukee. These people had been pray- 
ing for God to send someone to help them. Brother 
Tharp, trusting the Lord, moved with his family to this 
large city in order to get a Church of God organized. 
In March of this year, the overseer was notified that they 
were ready to organize. Although there are only a few 
of our people there, they are moving upward with the 
work. 

Also, in March of this year, the overseer was called 
to organize a church in another city on the southwest 
side of the State where there had been an organized 
Sunday School and Y.P.E. for six years. Brother Terry 
Sellers decided that they should organize in his home 
and then do something about getting a church built. 
Since organizing, Brother Sellers and his people have 
purchased and paid for a lovely building lot in a nice 
section of town, and they plan to start building soon. 

Brother Clifford Elliot, of Oklahoma, who is a member 
of the church in Mosinee where C. N. Vermillion is now 
pastoring, has started a Sunday School and has church 
services in the basement of the new State parsonage. He 
hopes to organize before very long. 

Brother Curtis Matheny, now pastoring the Green Bay 
Church, is serving as our state youth director. Brother 
Jack Gray is pastoring at Crandon. Brother W. John 
Weed is pastoring at Pleasant Valley. The State of Wis- 
consin has, for the past three years, sponsored a camp 
for the youth of the State. The camps have been very 
successful; the attendance has been good and many have 
received spiritual blessings. Last year there were 70 in 
attendance with 37 converted and 27 baptized in water. 
We are looking forward to a great youth camp, State 
convention, and General Assembly this year. We now 
have 10 organized churches, one mission, and 357 mem- 
bers in the State of Wisconsin. We are very grateful.
